Chief Executive Holds Up 
Answer on Preparation of 
1927 Expense Figures 


SACRAMENTO, Sept. 22. in 
the first authoritative administration 
statement as to the 19827 budget, 
Gov. Richardson late today announced 
he has not yet decided whether o 
present a budget to the next Legisla- 
ture and probably will make no de- 
cision for some time. He made ie 
announcement after a conference 
with R. Robert Braden of the State 
Board of Control, whom he asked to 
obtain the necessary data for a budget 
in case Gov. Richardson or the Gover- 
ner-elect to be chosen in November 
should desire to prepare one beiore 
the first of the year. 

Gov. Richardson's statement 
lows: 

“The constitution provides that the 
Governor shall prepare a budget for 
the Legislature. He may prepare this 
budget himself or seek such assist- 
ance as he deems necessary, but it is 
an executive budget. The Governor 
and also the Governor-elect may re- 
quire boards and officers to furn: a 
him with information or to saajist 
him in preparing a budget.

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LXIX—THE INCOME BOND—A REFUND DEFERRED 


LIFE ANNUITY 


You will recall that the single-premium life annuity ceases at the 
death of the annuitant, but that a form called the refund annuity (single 
premium) may be secured at a slightly higher rate and provides for the 
refund, at death, of the difference, if any, between the amount of prem- 
tums and the sum of the annuity payments received. 
The deferred life annuity, recently described, which is secured by means 
of annual premiums over a period of years, ceases at the annultant’s death, 
and, in ite original form, does not provide for any cash values or refund 
at death. However, a refund deferred annuity may be secured at « higher 
rate, giving cash values, and assuring after the annuitant’s death the re- 
turn to his estate of any excess of premiums paid over the sum of the 
annuities received. 
The refund deferred annuity is usually called “Income Bond,” “Retire- 
ment Annuity,” “Retirement Life Income,” “Personal Life Income,” ete. 
The refund deferred annuity, which, however, is not often referred 
three features which are not given with the 
“straight” deferred annuity: (1) a cash value, or equivalent paid-up an- 
nutty, if the annuitant discontinues premium payments, (2) the refund 
of all premiums paid, if the annuitant dies before the annuity tncome 
beginstand (3) the refund of any excess of premiums over annuities re- 
ceived, if death occurs after the annuity payments have started. 


PLANS COMPARED 


It is probable that the income bond” would make a stronger appeal 
to many of you than the straight deferred annuity, though a comparison 
of rates would, no doubt, decide some of you in favor of the deferred 
annuity without refund. 
Por example, at age 40, a, certain company quotes a “male” rate of 
about $200 a year for a straight deferred annuity of $100 a month Starting 
at age 65 as compared with about 6261 for an income bond for the same 
amount to begin at the same age. In this case, the latter rate ts nearly 50 
per cent greater than the straight deferred annuity rate. 
The increase in rates is purely a matter of providing in the income bond 
for a benefit which is not assured in the straight deferred aunuity; in 
addition to providing payments each year to each survivor, the income 
bond must also provide for certain payments at each death, vis. the 
amount of the premiums paid, if death occurs before the annuity begins, 
or the excess of premiums over annuities received, if death comes after 
the annuity has started. 

The income bond offers wonderful possibilities for those of you who 
are still young and are willing to save @ little more money than you 
laying aside at the present time. For example, 4 man 20 years old may
